Trade shows 
no decline from that’ of last month; if any- 
thing, it is a trifle better. Orders are plen- 
tiful and collections fairly good. 

Prices remain’ about as they were two 
weeks ago. The looked-for decline in news 
has not .materialized as yet, though many 
are yet holding back their orders in hopes | 
that it may, I am informed that many of

Instead of ordering three or more 
arloads at a time; they limit the calls to 
They do this, they say, to protect 
themselves against the decline which ‘is 
predicted. As soon as thgy are satisfied 
that the bottom has been reached they will 
order more liberally. Then they will be 
able to make contracts with -publishers, 
which they cannot mow do. Many publish- 
crs believe that news is going to where it 
vos a year ago, and they will not sign for 
iuture supply at present prices. 

Frony what I can learn from those who | 
re handling large quantities of news and | 
vho certainly are in positions to know 
what they are talking about, there is very | 
little hope of prices being lower than they | 
ire now. "There is no reason why they 
should be, as they put it. The manufac- 
turer must have his profit, otherwise he 
might as well shut down his mill. To sell 
paper below the present figures is entirely 
unreasonable, and he does not propose to 
be forced to the wall by any such proposi- 
tion.

CHARGED WITH MURDER 


THE OUTCOME OF THE OHIO 
PAPER MILL TRAGEDY. 


—_———_— 


W. J. Haldeman Indicted and Arraigned 
—Bail Denied—The Trial to Be Held 
on November 21—Intérest in the 
Case Unabated. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 








DayTon, Ohio, October 19, 1898. 

William J. Haldeman, the alleged slayer 
of ex-Senator Richafdson, his brother-in- 
law and partner in the paper manufactur- 
ing business, is at last under arrest on the 
charge of murder in the first degree. 
After much debate he was refused bail, 

and will languish in the Hamilton County 
jail until convicted or acquitted. The date 
|of trial has been set for November 21. 
The secrecy movement which 
| characterized the case continued even up to 

| Haldeman’s arrest. The accused seemed 
| to have been in the care of Attorney Pro 
basco, who promised to meet a detective 
with the prisoner at the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Walnut streets, Cincinnati, at a 
certain time. Haldeman was brought there | 
in a carriage and was driven to the court 
house, in the same city, where a large 
| crowd awaited their arrival. 

Haldeman’s friends were there in large 
numbers. All were substantial business 
men, and from-all appearances a receptivn;: 
instead of a criminal,-casés Was on the 
docket. It was apparent that bail in the 
sum of a million dollars could have been 
furnished. 

Attorney Probasco announced, after 
court convened and the case had been 
called, that the prisoner would waive the 
reading of the indictment and plead not 
guilty. He desired to reserve the right to 
withdraw that plea if it became necessary 
for the purpose of any motion or plea that 
might hereafter be made. 

The prosecutor stated that he would 
object to the plea being made at that time, 
because, under the law, the accused was 
entitled to twenty-four hours’ time in 
which to examine the indictment, a copy of 
which had been served upon him. He 
asked that the prisoner be remanded to 
the custody of the sheriff for at least that 
period of time. 

No objection was made by the defense, 
though Attorney Probasco gave notice 
that he would apply to the court for the 
release of the accused under bonds. 

Before being taken to jail Haldeman 
chatted with a number of influential friends. 

He appeared before the court the next 
day at 2:30 at the hearing of application for

A PAPER MAN'S TROUBLES. 


|HE MAY BE FORCED INTO VOL- 
UNTARY BANKRUPTCY. 


Joseph C. Godfrey, of Boston, Finding 
It Well Nigh Impossible to Recon- 
cile Certain Creditors, Is Consider- 
ing This Step as a Last Resort. 





Joseph C. Godfrey, paper manufacturer, 
Boston, finding it impossible to please cer- 
tain creditors, is considering the advisabil- 
ity of going into voluntary bankruptcy in 
order that all the creditors may share alike 
in the final distribution of what his assets 
may realize. 


Mr. Godfrey has been in financial diffi- 
culties since last August, when a’ meeting 


of the larger creditors was calléd and a 
proposition to pay 75 cents on the dollar 
in two years was submitted. This proposi- 
tion, according to Judge J. S. L’Amoreaux, 
Mr. Godirey’s legal adviser, was accepted 
by all the principal creditors, although two 
of these, not directly in the trade, he says, 
have since repudiated their 
come in with the others in the plan of set- 
tlement. 

Judge L’Amoreaux says it may be neces- 
| sary in order to protect all the creditors 
| for Mr. Godfrey to file a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, if the two creditors persist in block- 
ing the plan of settlement. He certainly 
will pursue this course if the creditors ‘in 
question refuse to withdraw from the suits

Mr. Godfrey estimates his liabilities, di- 
| rect and contingent, at $121,507.82. He esti- 
mates his assets at $40,111.13. 

Mr. Godfrey controls five mills as fol- 
| lows: Uhlersville Mills, Utica Mills, San- 
quoit Mills, Yantic Mills and Westfield 
| Mills. His mill office is located at Raubs- 
| ville, Pa. 

In August Joseph C. Godfrey sent the 
following letter to his creditors: 


Gentlemen : 

I beg to submit to my creditors the following: 
In consequence of the recent failure of the Prouty 
Press Company, the Permenter Manufacturing 
Company, George R. Twitchell & Co., American 
Wax and Paper Company, the Westfield Parchment 
and Paper Company, Samuel L. Merchant, the 
Missouri Paper Company, the Modes Publishing 
Company and the Hugo Vogel Paper Company, 
to meet payments of their indebtedness due me 
or provide for payment of their notes given to my 
creditors in payment for or as security for mer- 
chandise amounting in the aggregate to $25,363.78, 
I find myself unable to meet my indebtedness as 
the same falls due.

Question.—How can I prevent little air 
bubbles which form at the passage of the 
stuff through second slice and leave very 
bad spots in the finished sheets? 

Answer.—The kind of paper is not 
stated, but I will assume that an engine- 
sized sheet is being run. In this case the 
trouble is due to a sort of foaming or 
frothing, where, instead of a great number 
of small bubbles, a few large ones are 
formed. In manilla and the cheaper grade 
of similar papers a shower pipe is fre- 
quently placed at the slices, so arranged as 
to throw its streams into the foam which 
may collect between or at the slice bars. 
Some mills keep a boy to remove every bit 
of froth that comes in sight, and to punc- 
ture all large bubbles. This is a costly 
remedy, and by no means a sure one; the 
best way is to prevent the bubbles instead 
of trying to remove them. 

Sometimes the kind of stock used is the 
cause of foaming and of bubbles, but more 
often it is the making and using of the 
size that may be charged with the trouble. 

When a boy wants to blow bubbles he 
mixes soap with water. If he wants big- 
ger bubbles he mixes some sal soda 
with his soap water. About the same 
thing happens in paper making, only 
in the latter case it is not done pur- 
posely. Some soap is mixed with the 
stuff. It is rOsin soap, but that makes 
little difference. Too little soda in the 
size will make spots in the paper, but they 
will not be air bubble spots; they will be 
more like an uneven distribution of the 
size. Paper lacking soda in the size gen- 
erally gives itself away, because the size 
does not waterproof well or evenly. 

But if there is too much soda, then the 
“boy has his big bubbles,” and when the 
big bubbles form in the green paper they 
push the fibres one side, where they are 
held by the felting and draining of the 
forming paper. Then, when the bubbles 
break, the stuff is no longer liquid enough 
to fill the hole or the thin spot thus made, 
and the imperfect spot goes over the ma- 
chine, causing the rejection of an entire 
sheet at the sorting table. 

Look in the size barrel and see if you 
cannot get rid of the bubbles by proper 
changes. If not, come again and give full 
details of the kind of paper, size, stock and 
methods of treating. 

Question—How much lower should the 
breast roll be set than the first suction box 
on a 33-foot wire, running about 200 feet 
per minute on news? 

Answer.—I never measured the distance 
in inches or fractions of an inch. I have 
always set the roll and box so that the 
wire will draw fair over the latter, with- 
out either leaking air under the wire or 
causing undue friction on wear by drawing 
too hard over the box. This is a matter 
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are invited to ask questions, replies to which will 
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for personal experience to settle in the 
mill where the wire runs, rather than by 
theory or by calculation. If the adjust- 
ment be made according to this sugges- 
tion it will be found that the distance va- 
ries on machines of similar size and con- 
struction, doing the same work at the 
same speeds. 

Question.—In making lagging wax with 
oil, tallow and rosin will it be any tougher 
if I add agalite or any other substance? 

Answer.—I do not think the addition of 
this substance would increase the strength 
of the lagging wax. I can hardly conceive 
of a case where greater sticking power is 
needed than good lagging wax will give, 
but if such a case should arise, why not 
use glue, or silicate of soda? Lagging 
wax could probably be toughened by the 
substitution of burgundy pitch for a por- 
tion of the rosin; also by working in a very 
small portion of india rubber previously 
dissolved in benzole. 

Question—How can I make a good, 
tough wax that will not stick to anything, 
and that will stay hard at 100° Fahr., but 
by warming it some will be very adhesive? 
It must not crack when subjected to cold 
weather or atmospheric changes, and if it 
can be made of different colors what 
should be used for a pink? Will the col- 
oring detract anything from the adhesive- 
ness of the wax? 

Answer.—It \is evident that the querist 
desires to use the wax in conjunction with 
paper, either by waxing the surface or by 
incorporating the wax during process of 
manufacture of the paper. This question 
goes beyond my personal knowledge, and 
I give it in hope that some brother in the 
trade will get up in meeting and tell his 
experience in the matter. It seems as if a 
modification of the wax used for making 
phonographic cylinders would answer; also 
that the wax could be colored by any of 
the coal-tar colors, which could be dis- 
solved in a solvent common to both the 
wax and the color, and this, too, without 
materially weakening the wax.

The C. R. Remington & Son Company 
is about to start another paper mill, with 
a big machine, and the buildings among 
the finest that have been pyt up in the 


United States. The lIronite Concrete 
Company, of this city, has had the con- 
tract for the erection of the buildings. 


Nothing like them in the way of manufac- 
turing buildings has been heretofore built 
in this and they are 
distinct revelation to manufacturers in the 
vicinity, who are taking advantage to in- 
spect them. The buildings are of the Ran- 
som system of concrete and twisted steel 
construction. The machine room that has 
been built for the accommodation of the 
132-inch paper machine that the Bagley & 
Sewall Company has constructed is 200 by 
46 feet. Then new finishing 
room 60 by 65 and a new screen room 48 
by 72. The floors and the foundations fer 
the paper machine are constructed wholly 
of concrete and twisted steel. So firm is 
the material that after the big machine is 
started it will be absolutely impossible for 
it to cause jarring or trembling of the solid 
floors on which it rests. Work was begun 
this week in setting up the huge machine, 
the different parts of which are now being 
shipped from the Bagley & Sewall Com- 
pany. The big dryers are at the mill, wait- 
ing to be installed. The work of setting 
up the machine will be rushed with all 
possible dispatch, and it is hoped to be 
making paper there by December 1, 
though a good deal of hustling will be nec- 
essary to accomplish this. News will be 
run on this big machine, which the men 
who will run it have already affectionately 
dubbed in advance “the baby.” A notable 
piece of work is the big concrete tank, 12 
feet high and 30 feet inside diameter, with 
a capacity of 60,000 gallons of stuff. The 
mill will have a capacity of 25 or 30 tons 
per day. Taking into account the fact 
that there are already two machines, an 88- 
inch and 86-inch, in the original mill. it 
will be noticed that the company will have 
a pretty respectable capacity, being, in 
fact, the largest on the river. Charles S. 
Hastings, of the Genesee Paper Com- 
pany, paid C. H. Remington. a friendly 
visit the other day, and showed the liveliest 
interest in the new mill. His final conclu- 
sion was unique. “This will be one of two 
things,” he impressively exclaimed, “either 
the finest machine room in the country or 
the greatest disappointment.” 

Next summer will see the completion of 
a new sulphite mill alongside of the paper 
mill, and then Mr. Remington will have 
“the whole thing” a compact 
mass. There is room enough for the mill 
now contemplated, and to spare. He will 
build it at the side of the new machine 
room, probably near to the river bank. He 
will have all the power he needs, for good 
judges declare that this power is the best 
on the river, and Mr. Remington is now 
developing and conserving it, so as to get 
the greatest possible good out of it. He 
intends to proceed with the erection of this 
new mill the early part of next summer.

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Plans for it are already under way. It is 
probable that the material will be of iron- 
ite, the same as the new machine room, 
if the latter gives good satisfaction, and 
there exists no reason to fear that it will 
not. The new mill will have a capacity of 
15 tons of sulphite pulp per day.

AMONG THE MILLS.

HOBOKEN, N. J., October 20, 1898. 

The instant your. correspondent read in 
Tue JouRNAL that diamonds were being 
found plentifully enough in Jersey to get a 
man into trouble I started for the wilds of 
Hoboken and the Stevens 
Institute. Things are so in this 
neighborhood that even the paper mills 
grew up together, and I found “three of a 
kind” close to the athletic grounds. 

The first mill I approached didn’t have 
its latch-string out. At the engine room 
I found the engineer blacking pipes and 
painting pumps preparatory to a winter's 
run of idleness! This mill has been shut 
down for about three months. It contains 
a Hazleton and two horizontal tubular 
boilers, a fine 500-horse-power steam en- 
gine, seven beating engines, and a lot of 
other good machinery. A large portion of 
the floor space is brand-new. But the mill 
is down, and a fine little sermon is to be 
read in its history during the past two 
years. It is another case of trying to run a 
business you know nothing about. I am 
informed that the people who recently ran 
the concern were very nice gentlemen, but 
unfortunately knew nothing of the paper- 
making business. 

Things were started with a vim when 
the mill was opened. Heavy repairs were 
made, new buildings built, more machixery 
placed, and prices were cut. Business 
came in from ai] directions, and the other 
mills in that line of paper evidently had a 
hard time of it. But somehow things 
didn’t work just as was expected. The im- 
provements cost a big lot of money—more 
than was expected—and the manufacturing 
cost more, too, so that even the radical 
methods and management did not seem to 
make the profit originally figured on. 

Eventually it proved profitable to close 
the mill, which was done, and there it 
stands to-day. It has proved conclusively 
that something more than push, energy, 
young blood and vim is necessary to suc- 
cessfully run a paper mill. It requires a 
lot of experience and a pile of sound 
“horse sense” to get there nowadays. The 
other people in the same line of manufac- 
turing figured it out that if they could wait 
a while and let the new concern run its 
course, they would find things settling back 
again into the old lines. Time proved, that 
they were right. It required only a little 
over one year to demonstrate the truth of 
their theory, and now things are as before. 

The next mill, the Hoboken Paper Mill, 
I found all alive, and breathing steam from 
sill to roof. This mill contains a go-inch 
three-cylinder machine and three beaters. 
Run altogether by steam, it contains two of 
the smallest steam engines I ever saw do- 
ing so large an amount of business. I do 
not say work, for things were so arranged 
that the engines did the business without 
doing any more work than possible. There 
are two boilers, internally fired concerns, 
that lose no heat by furnace radiation. 

The Hoboken mill was making sheathing 
at the time of my visit, and right good 
sheathing, too. I noticed some very good 
things in the mill, around which Mr. Gould 
“turned me loose.” The “rag room” (but 
it had no rags) was fitted with a whipper 
or arm duster. The stock, mostly old pa- 
pers and board, after passing through the 
duster was furnished into a big 1000- 
pound engine, instead of into a bleach, and 
the necessary cooking done therein. Very 

ttle power was being consumed by this 
engine, as it only mixed and did not beat 

e stock. A 3-inch steam pipe furnished 
heat to do the cooking. The device an- 

wers every purpose of a bleach, on this 

ind of stock and paper, at least.

A good many people have been asking 
me about that pulp mill up in Canada—the 
Laurentide Company’s concern. It was 
stated that they had some means of sepa- 
rating fibre and knots, and a Southern man 
writes: 

“T have read with interest what you say 
about wood pulp and the machines for mak- 
ing it at the Grande Mére mill, and I also 
read the paragraph in ‘Paper Makers’ Quiz 
No. X XIX’ on the subject of “How to Get 
the Knots Out of Cooked Pulp.” You 
suggest some kind of ‘tumbling ma- 
chinery.’ I would like to ask, ‘What kind 
of machine do you consider best for rub- 
bing the soft fibre off the chips after they 
have been cooked just right?’ and ‘What 
do you think of a kollergang for use on 
stock where a good many chips are left in 


the fibre after cooking?’ ” 
This question was referred to E. Meurer, 
of the Non-Antem Sulphite Company, 


who writes as follows: 

For taking knots either out of soda or 
sulphite pulp the following arrangement is 
used: First, the pulp must be blown out 
at a low pressure, and before it leaves the 
blow-off pipe it has to go through my pat- 
ent nozzle, in which water is admitted, so 
that the pulp is not only mixed with water 
before it enters the blow-off tank, but the 
pulp has alsu a slower velocity, and the 
fibres do not strike the blow-pit hard; this 
is why the knots and pieces are not blown 
in small fragments, but remain just as they 
were in the digester. In admitting water a 
vacuum in the blow tank is created, thus 
avoiding and doing away with all smell and 
stink round a sulphite mill. This is a very 
decided advantage. After this is done the 
pulp is washed out of the blow tank to the 
machine we call the worm washer; there it 
is again washed and at the same time made 
thick, so that it has about the consistency 
of pulp in the beaters. From this worm 
the oan drops into the so-called tumbling 
barrel. This is a round cylinder about 30 
feet long and 5 feet in diameter. On the 
inside of this cylinder there are four shov- 
els or deck beams through the whole 
length. This barrel revolves about ten 
times each minute, and it takes the pulp 
about ten minutes to pass through. The 
shovels lift up the pulp and let it drop 
down about five feet, thus separating the 
good pulp from the hard pieces and knots, 
and not attacking the hard slivers and 
knots. After the pulp has had this treat- 
ment it goes to the knot-catcher, and then 
to the revolving screens. As the knots all 
remain in big lumps it is evident that the 
screens can have wide slots to take this out. 
Small slivers do not appear, and therefore 
one screen can do much more work than 
by any other system of breaking up the 
pulp. 

As stated in a previous letter, the cook- 


ing of the wood just right is the great 
point to be looked after. If it is too soft. 
and some of the knots are cooked up, too, 
the black pulp will surely go into the pulp 
to the great damage of the whole quantity. 

Here is another case where theory has to 
be supplemented by practice, for with all 
the theory in the world there is no way of 
telling exactly how long a certain lot of 
wood must be cooked. Experience must 
determine that point. Theory could do it 
if we could measure all the conditions, but 
we can’t: therefore practice must “cut and 
try” a little to finish what theory has so 
well begun. 

Another thing is the screening of wood 
pulp. A bit of wood pulp is a stick of 
wood, no matter whether it is in the log, 
the digester, the grinder, or is in stuff, or 
in the finished paper. Separate that indi- 
vidual fibre and it fooks a good deal like a 
match, only much smaller. In securing 
such a lot of stuff, common slotted screen 
plates are of no use; they are long and 
narrow, just the size of a bit of wood pulp 
fibre, and there is every temptation for a 
stick or a sliver to work around sidewise 
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ht and loose pulleys, and open and cross 
t. The winding apparatus was original- 
fitted with a wheel fan, a hand rope or 
le, but the latter was not used. A short 
ce of board was fastened to the face of 
flanged rope pulley and formed a lever 
which it could be moved. A bolt loose- 
attached a six-foot belt-shipper handle 
the end of the lever on the pulley, and 
completed the arrangement.

Pieces of fibre 
never go endwise—at least slivers never do 
so; they drift along sidewise, so if they 
meet a plate full of round holes they simply 
pile up crosswise of the holes and stay 
there until rubbed or washed away. That 
is the reason why round screen plate holes 
are better than slots or slits. 

Another point: Some of 
wood pulp through Jordan engines in or- 
der to clear it of slivers and small bits pf 
wood, young chips in fact.

In reducing one sliver to good pulp a hun- 
dred times the bulk of that made good is 
spoiled by being cut too short. It is better 
to let all the refuse from the screens run 
into a common receptacle, and then put 
through a Jordan by itself.

Trade reports are satisfying in the ex- 
treme. Business is advancing seasonably. 
It is impossible to report a more pleasing 
condition. Doubtless trade could be bet- 
ter. In some lines it is merely approach- 
ing that of last fall, though in others the 
order books show a list far in excess: of 
that of former years. 

An important decision was rendered the 
past week in the case of R. C. McKinney 
against Thomas Beckett, administrator of 
the estate of the late William Beckett, pa- 
per manufacturer. The case was dismissed 
on Saturday by the Circuit Court without 


record. This litigation involved the can- 
cellation of 399 shares of stock in the 
Beckett Paper Company on the ground 


to the estate. The amount of stock was 
$39,900, and considerable interest was evi- 
denced in the probable outcome of the 
suit. 

The court held that one stockholder 
could not ask the cancellation of stock 
without consent of all other stockholders 
and without being made party to the suit. 

Fletcher S. Heath, trustee of the Louis 
Snider’s Sons Paper Company, of Ham- 
ilton, and Perry S. Heath, the newspaper 
man, who is the assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, are interested in the establishment of 


a national bank in Honolulu, which will 


be capitalized at $1,000,000. The trustee of | 


the paper concern sailed the other day on 
the Gaelic from San Francisco, and was 
accompanied by several Pacific Coast cap- 
italists who have carefully succeeded in 
shielding their identity. 

A dispatch from Washington says that 
the party will not be able to secure the 
charter for the present, at least, for the 
reason that Charles G. Dawes, comptroller 
of the currency, has decided that he has 
no authority now to charter a bank in 
Hawaii.

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HOLYOKE, Mass., October 20, 1898. 

The paper trade of the Connecticut Val- 
ley seems to be holding its own this week 
with the record made last week, and in 
some sections it is ¢stated that trad@ has 
somewhat improved*over that of the past 
few weeks. This is encouraging, and it is 
safe to say that business with all of the 
Holyoke mills is somewhat better than it 
has been this fall, with the exception of 
one week some time ago, when there was 
a sudden spurt and everyone thought that 
trade was to be a great deal better than it 
had been for some years. The paper men, 
however, were doomed to disappointment, 
for it settled back into worse conditions, 
and it has taken a long time to get the 
trade back again. However, it is thought 
now that trade will be permanently better. 
The conditions are much more favorable 
just at present for a good fall trade than 
they have been for some little time. The 
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weather has become settled, and it is pretty 
certain that weather has its effects pon 
trade now as well as other things. The 
little spurt in trade which has been felt in 
the city this week may only be temporary, 
or, worse still, it may be a sudden boom; 
but it is not looked upon in that manner 
by the mill men, who say that it has all of 
the appearances of being a substantial 
foundation for a good increase in trade 
and a forerunner of better times to come. 
It is sincerely hoped so, for the manufac- 
turers have had a bad summer this year 
and one that some of them do not wish to 
see the like of again for years. The last 
quarter of the year has generally been the 
best portion of the year with the Holyoke 
manufacturers, but if it is to be the good 
part of 1898 with them, business must keep 
improving for a few weeks yet before this 
quarter will equal the first quarter of the 
year. It can be stated, however, that busi- 
ness this year, thus far, has compared fa- 
vorably with the business done last year, 
although many manufacturers say that this 
summer has been somewhat duller than the 
summer of 1897. Letters which the 
local manufacturers have received this 
week from the jobbers have a more hope- 
ful strain, and confidence is expressed that 
business is improving. 

One of the local mills which has not 
been very busy for the past two months 
has received a number of orders this week, 
which will keep the mill running for some 
time. The manager states that, while it is 
time for business to come to them, they 
were not expecting such favorable orders 
just at present, and they are inclined to 
believe that trade is increasing. Other 
manufacturers have received like letters, 


although the orders were not as large, but 


from the import of the letters it can be 
plainly seen that the outside world has 
thrown new life into the paper industry, 
but for how long is uncertain. 

The daily press has been inclined to 
overestimate the condition of business, and 
they have overstated the dull times as 


much as they are now overestimating the 


increase in trade. A commercial man just 
returned from the West was seen by your 
correspondent this week, and he stated 
that business in that section of the coun- 
try was bound to be good this fall. Every 
condition there is favorable for a good 
trade, and it is his opinion that the paper 
manufacturers will get their principal busi- 
ness from the West until January. There 
will be a considerable numbegpiorderg t 
fill in the East during the holidays, but 
these will principally come to the mills 
running on specialties, rather than to the 
mills running on a standard line all of the 
time. 

I was in a small office the other day that 
conducts a large correspondence, and the 
managers have always striven to obtain a 
fine line of stationery. While there a 
salesman from one of the local mills en- 
tered and endeavored to sell the firm a 
small order, and, after showing a good 
quality of paper at a fair price, succeeded. 
The order in itself was comparatively 
nothing to the mill selling it, and I won- 
dered somewhat at the time and expense 
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wasted in getting the order. Inquiry re- 
vealed the fact that it was done more for 
an advertisement of the paper than for the 
order itself. Probably every sheet of pa- 
per going in that order will be water- 
marked, and as several hundred sheets of 
it will go out from the firm each day to all 
parts of the country, it will be a good ad- 
vertisement for the firm, particularly as it 
is a line of paper being pushed by the mill. 
The buyer will have the letter sheets print- 
ed in an attractive manner, and in reality 
the paper manufacturer could have afford- 
ed to give the order to the firm for the 
sake of the advertisement. 

There has been little change in the rag 
market this week, and the dealers state 
that there has been no unusual demand for 
rags during the week. Foreign and do- 
mestics are running about even in this 
city, with the sales for the domestics a lit- 
tle ahead, if anything. Prices have not ad- 
vanced, and from present appearances it 
will be some time before there is any ma- 
terial advance. 

The man who runs Uncle Sam’s weather 
department will not receive a very warm 
reception should he chance to come to this 
city, owing to the fact that yesterday’s rain 
seriously affected the observance of Hol- 
yoke’s twenty-fifth birthday as a city. It 
was necessary to postpone much of the 
celebration till to-day, when the outdoor 
exercises were carried through in a splendid 
manner. The entire fire department of the 
city was inspected this afternoon by the 
members of the city government and rep- 
resentative citizens in general. Represen- 
tatives of the paper trade were in evidence, 
and many of the mills were represented. 
It was to be regretted that ex-Congress- 
man William Whiting, one of Holyoke’s 
ex-mayors, could not be present, owing to 
his duties on a commission in Worcester. 
Mr. Whiting was to have delivered one of 
the principal addresses of ihe day, but was 
obliged to decline the invitation. One of 
the most attractive features of the parade 
this afternoon was a float of the American 
Pad and Paper Company, which represent- 
ed in fine shape the goods turned out by 
the company. From the arrangement of 
the display the average citizen would draw 
the conclusion that patriotic stationery and 
tablets were the proper thing this fall. One 
side of the float was entirely given up to 
the company’s line of decorated tablets, 
and a majority of these were of a patriotic 
design. The float was somewhat of a nov- 
eltyefor thisgcityy and it isybelieyed to, be 
the first of its kind to take part in a pa- 
rade, for some years at least. 

Arthur N. French, of the Linden Paper 
Company, took an important part in ar- 
ranging for the anniversary observance. 
Holyoke was organized as a town in 1850, 
and as a city in 1873. It is likely that the 
fiftieth anniversary of the foundation of 
the township will be fittingly observed in 
1900, at which time the paper manufactur- 
ers will come prominently to tHe front. 
Were it not for the paper mill the city 
would not have a record of growth of over 
1,000 a year on the average for the past 
ten years, which record cannot be excelled 
by any city of its size in New England.

Henry S. Hyde, of Springfield, as trus- 
tee, has foreclosed a mortgage upon the 
Purcell Envelope Company and James 
Purcell, owing to some misunderstanding 
between the company and the creditors 
represented by Mr. Hyde. A sale of the 
property has been announced for No- 
vember 5 next, but it is not likely to take 
place, as it is thought that matters, will be 
satisfactorily adjusted before the date of the 
sale. Mr. Hyde stated this evening to your 
correspondent that the matter was a small 
affair, there being only $3,000 involved, and 
he was of the opinion that the company 
would come to some understanding with 
him before the sale took place. It will be 
remembered that the Purcell Envelope 
Company was the lowest bidder originally 
for the Government envelope contract this 
year, but that Postmaster General Smith 
refused to execute a contract with the com- 
pany. Litigation followed and has not 
been finally adjusted as yet. 

Some of the paper mills of this city are 
becoming involved in the trouble over the 
back taxes which Holyoke is experiencing 
now. E. M. Estes, an expert accountant, 
whom the city has working on the books of 
ex-Tax Collector Keough, has sent out a 
number of notices to the property owners 
alleged to be in arrears, and among them 
have been some of the mills. The mills 
which have received the notices have in- 
formed the accountant that their taxes have 
been paid and that they hold the proper 
receipts for the payment of the money. 
Before the investigation is completed it 
is expected that other mills will be brought 
into the trouble, but the mills are able to 
vouch for themselves, and it is not likely 
that any of them will be obliged to pay 
their money twice. ’ 

The annual meeting of the Holyoke 
Water Power Company was held this week 
at the company’s offices on Canal street, 
when the following named officers were 
elected: President, James J. Goodwin; clerk 
and treasurer, Edward S. Waters; direct- 
ors, John B. Stebbins, Henry S. Lee, of 
this city; James J. Goodwin, of New York 
city; Charles M. Beach, Charles E. Goss 
and Rev. Francis Goodwin, of Hartford;

C. Jenks’ residence was entered last week 
and $2,000 worth of jewelry and money 
taken. Mr. Jenks has furnished the po- 
lice with a description of the articles taken, 
and it has been found that some of the 
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goods were disposed of in Hartford, but 
the articles were not sufficient in value to 
cause suspicion at the time of their dis- 
posal, and the purchasers took no descrip- 
tion of the person making the sale. 

The latest combination in which Hol- 
yoke is interested is the pulp board man- 
ufacturers. Moses Newton, of the Chem- 
ical Paper Company, one of the companies 
interested in the new deal, returned home 
from New York this week. While in the 
city he attended a meeting of the project- 
ors and stated upon his arrival home that 
in his opinion the scheme would be pushed 
through to completion. The chemical mil] 
has two machines running on pulp board 
and the Newtons are largely interested in a 
mill at Readsboro, Vt., which will enter 
the combine when it is organized. The 
plant at Readsboro has a capacity of 10 
tons per day, while the ~ capacity of the 
chemical mill in this city is double that 
amount. 

Book papers have been in good demand 
this week and some of the manufacturers 
have been unable to fill their orders 
promptly for this grade of paper. H. 
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APPLETON, Wis., October 18, 1898. 

Reports received from some of the man- 
ufacturers called upon to-day by your cor- 
respondent respecting the state of trade are 
somewhat contradictory. There seems to 
be a uniformity of opinion that the market 
for print is firmer, though there have been 
no advances. This is thought to be due to 
the continued low water, which makes an 
appreciable shortage of ground wood. On 
other grades some manufacturers say that 
inquiries are not quite as numerous as they 
were a couple of weeks ago. Others say 
they are unusually busy—as busy as they 
ever were during the best times known to 
the trade—and point to the visits in this 
valley to-day of three paper men at one 
time, all on the lookout to buy paper, as 
evidence that things are pretty rushing, at 
least in the book paper line. The three 
gentlemen referred to are J. H. William- 
son, of the Western Paper Company, of 
Omaha; E. A. Bouer, of Milwaukee, and 
Benj. Brown, of Brown & Clark, St. 
Louis. All these men wanted paper. Mail 
orders, they say, for book are very nu- 
merous and heavy, and the trouble is to 
get product off fast enough, The tissue 
paper business is good, as the mill of the 
Wisconsin Tissue Paper Company, which 
started up to-day, further notice of which 
will shortly be made, starts out with sixty 
days’ run of orders ahead, without having 
solicited a pound. Low-grade manillas 
are said to be in somewhat better demand, 
and flat papers are holding about as they 
were. 

The amount of water now being drawn 
for power on the river aggregates about 
60,000 cubic feet a minute, and it is expect- 
ed that by the end of this week or the first 
of next it will be possible to increase the 
quantity to 100,000 cubic feet. The water

EASTERN STATES. 


Ellis B. Currier, South Hadley, Mass., 
started the Pearl City Paper Miil October 
12. The plant has been shut down for 
over two months. George Hoffman, the 
former owner of the mill, is now superin- 
tendent. 

The mill of White & Keeney, Manches- 
ter, Conn., has been bought by A. Willard 
Case, of the firm of Case Brothers, South 
Manchester. The transfer includes the mill, 
machinery, land surrounding the mill, and 
the water privilege. Mr. Case will use the 
mill largely for experimental work. Case 
Brothers are constantly called upon to pro- 
duce novelties in paper at their other mills, 
and experiments necessary for the begin- 
ning of these operations are apt to inter- 
fere with the regular work of the mill. The 
White & Keeney mill will be at once re- 
painted inside and out and its capacity will 
be enlarged by the addition of new dryers 
and cylinders to the machine. For the pres- 
ent the mill will run days only, using the 
same force of help employed by White & 
Keeney. Its first product will be a deco- 
rated paper in which the pattern is formed 
by a wire gauze fitted to the cylinder. There 
is already a large demand for this paper, 
and Mr. Case has sufficient orders to en- 
sure the constant running of the mill for a 
year. He expects next spring to thorough- 
ly overhaul the mill and make extensive 
improvements. The White & Keeney mill 
has been idle much of the time during the 
last three years. 

Work on the new dam of the Smith Pa- 
per Company, Lee, Mass., at the Valley 
Mill, will be rushed as soon as the water 
lowers. 

The International Paper Company, 
Livermore Falls, Me., received last week 
its first invoice of peeled Canadian spruce 
in 4-foot lengths. About thirty cords of 
this importation will arrive daily. 

The work of putting new boilers into the 
mill of the International Paper Company, 
Haverhill, Mass., is progressing rapidly 
and the machine will be started the first 
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week of November. A doorway is also 
being cut through the rear wall of the fin- 
ishing room. This new doorway will com- 
municate with No. 2 machine room and 
will allow the rolls to be sent in direct to 
the finishers, instead of being sent by a 
roundabout way as heretofore. The addi- 
tion of the two new boilers has necessi- 
tated some change in the old boiler room. 
It is being enlarged by a 27 by 40 foot ad- 
dition. To make room for this addition a 
large iron smokestack had to be moved 
away. This smokestack is 3% feet in di- 
ameter and, with its brick foundation, is 
100 feet high. The smokestack and founda- 
tion were moved together bodily a distance 
of 25 feet. The new boilers are each of 175 
horse-power capacity. 

J. H. Walker is making arrangements to 
increase the output of his mill at Burnside, 
Conn., about 4 tons per day. 

With its new mill in running order the 
finished product of the Uncas Paper Com- 
pany, Norwich, Conn., will aggregate 50 
tons daily. The new mill is about 100 feet 
south of the original plant, and is practi- 
cally independent of it. It is built of brick 
and steel throughout, and stands between 
the railroad and the river. The finishing 
room, which faces the railroad, has a 
frontage of 95 feet and is 35 feet wide. Ad- 
joining is the machine room, 225 feet long 
and 75 feet in width, which has an iron 
truss roof, thus dispensing entirely with 
posts, and insuring strength and good 
shafting support. Adjoining the machine 
room and facing the river is a three-story 


wing, 50 feet wide by 160 feet in length. | 


On the north side, communicating with 
both the machine room and the beater en- 
gine room building, is the steam engine 
room, 60 by 40 feet. The floors through- 
out are of expanded metal, and the entire 
building is thoroughly fireproof. A gravel 
roof completes the structure. The ma- 
chinery is nearly all in place, and the com- 
pany expects to begin paper making this 
week. The paper machine, manufactured 
by the Pusey & Jones Company, Wilming- 
ton, Del., is a five-cylinder machine, and

It 
has three screens, five cylinder molds, six 
sets of squeeze rolls, first, second and third 
presses, thirty-five 48-inch dryers, and a 
heavy stack of calenders, with double cut- 
ter and winder. The building is provided 
with two Harris-Corliss steam engines, 
one of 150 horse-power and the other of 
500 horse-power. The company has its 
own electric plant. In the basement of the 
beater engine room building are large stuff 
chests. On the second floor are four 
1,500-pound beating engines manufactured 
by the E. D. Jones & Sons Company, Pitts- 
field, Mass., and three large-sized Jordan 
engines, the work of the Smith & Win- 
chester Company, South Windham. The 
upper story is used for the storing and 
sorting of stock. Here, as in all depart- 
ments of the plant, the white interior finish 
and exceptional number of large windows 
insure the best of light. The foundations 
and the buildings throughout have been 
constructed with the idea of adding a sec- 
ond machine whenever the market may 
warrant such an addition. The building 
has an elevator with a capacity of 5 tons, 
cement floors, iron stairways, substantial 
chute, etc. In the old building about fifty 
hands are employed, and an equal number 
will be required in the new mill.

Negotiations which THe JourNat last 
week mentioned as being in progress have 
been completed for the construction of the 
paper mill in Montana. The plant will 
be located at Manhattari, on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, and will be owned 
and operated by the Montana Pulp 
and Paper Company, which has been re- 
cently organized with a capital stock of 
$100,000. The prime movers in the enter- 
prise are Henry Altenbrand, New York, 
president of the Manhattan Malting Com- 
pany; George Kinkel, Jr., general manager 
of the same company, and M. R. Kennedy, 
of Dansville, N. Y. Among the resident 
stockholders are Marcus Daly, general 
manager of the Anaconda copper mines; D. 
J. Hennessey of the Hennessey Mercantile 
Company, Butte; A. M. Holter, N. Kess- 
ler, G. R. Ramsey and Henry Elling, 
Helena. The material to be used in the 
manufacture is the white barley straw 
grown in the Gallatin Valley, thus utilizing 
a product of the State which heretofore has 
gone to waste. 

The mill of the Clinton Paper Company, 
Chilton, Ia., has been leased by V. C. 
Smith & Co. and was started up October 
4 with a force of fifteen men. Straw and 
rag wrapping paper will be made, as here 
tofore.

It is rumored that the International Pa- 
per Company, New ‘York, has purchased 
the Guise water power on the St. Maurice 
River, province of Quebec, and will erect 
a large pulp mill there. 

The Drewson Brothers, New York, have 
been making an extensive tour along the 
Petawawa River, with the intention of es- 
tablishing large pulp mills in the vicinity 
of Pembroke, Ont. 

The Maritime Sulphite Fibre Company, 
Chatham, N. B., has ordered a 500 horse- 
power cross compound condensing engine 
to replace its present 250 horse-power en- 
gine. The company contemplates making 
enlargements to its plant. 

The pulp mill being built by Messrs. 
Mooney at Mispec, N. B., is being rapidly 
completed and this week the buildings, 
with the exception of the boiler house, will 
be roofed in. 

There is serious talk among leading 
business men in Woodstock, N. B., of 
starting a pulp mill in Woodstock. A meet- 
ing of those intefested was recently held, 
among the representative men present 
being H. P. Baird, Hugh Hay, James Carr 
and A. Henderson. Later at a well attend- 
ed meeting of the board of trade H. P. 
Baird brought up the question of the pulp 
mill and a sum of money was raised by 
subscription to employ the services of an 
expert and to start the company. It is pro- 
posed that the town subscribe $4,000 or 
$5,000 toward the project. 





PAPER PULP SCREEN. 


A patent has been granted for a screen, 
and preliminary to describing the invention 
the inventor says: 

“Heretofore it has been common fo con- 
struct pulp screens of flat or cylindrical 
plates provided with meshes of various 
shapes. In such screens the meshes soon 
become enlarged by wear, thereby neces- 
sitating the removal of the plates and sub- 
stituting new ones. These plates when 
placed in position remain stationary and 
an agitator is employed to create the nec- 
essary back’action for the purpose of 
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keeping the meshes clear. It has been 
found in practice that strings and lumps 
accumulatewor the discharge side of the 
screen. These lumps and strings are a 
source of great annoyance, because they 
have to be constantly removed as soon as 
they form in order to maintain the effi 
ciency of the scren. The stationary screen 
plates frequently become loose and get out 
{ place and-much attention is required in 
nserting mew screws and fastening them 
n place. This constant readjustment in- 
ures the woodwork to which the plates are 
istened and is very. objectionable. 

“The object of my invention is to over 





come these and other defects in the screens 
now in common use. This I do by em- 
ploying. a centrifugal screen wherein the 
centrifugal force,causes the pulp to flow 
outwardly and citculate over the interior 
of the sereen and pass more rapidly 
through the meshes. This screen is com- 
posed of sections adapted to be adjusted 
so as to regulate the size of the meshes of 
the screen to compensate for wear. In con- 
nection with this centrifugal screen is em- 
ployed an agitator for creating the neces- 
sary back action in the pulp to keep the 
screen meshes clear.

To do this it will only be necessary 
for me to refer to the monthly report 
of our mill, and as an example | will 
take the figures for the months of April, 
1896 and 1897, as during these periods 
the river is-usually at its greatest height. 
In April, 1896, we were operating two 
New England Grinders, and the output 
of the mill was 825,300 pounds of pulp, 
as against 1,121,400 pounds during the 
month of April, 1897, or a gain of 
200,100 pounds, when we were operat- 
ing the two Challenge Grinders. In ad- 





dition to this gain the pulp was of a 
superior quality, and was double screened 
instead of single screened, as was pulp 
manufactured in 1896. The report of our 
mill for the largest run made in twenty- 
four hours will also show that my conten- 
tion that the Challenge Grinders are 
superior to those formerly used by us is 
correct. With the New England Grinders 
the output was 41,800 pounds, as against 
58,200 pounds with the Challenge 
Grinders, the pulp being in every par- 
ticular fully as good. We have facts and 
figures to disprove the statement made 
by Mr. Scott, that when paying for the 
machinery the mill often delivered more 
than ten tons daily of air dry pulp. The 
daily reports of our mill are open 
for inspection to any and all who 
may desire to verify the correctness 
of the above statements. 

Not being a “ Mechanical Engineer” | 
may have possibly erred relative to the 
head being 52 feet, but will say that in 


the summer of 1895, two years after Mr. 
Scott placed the machinery in our mill, 
and before either of the above mentioned 
records were taken, we raised our dam 
four feet and put an addition to our draft 
tubes of about five feet. No change, 
however, was made to our wheels, and 
we are to-day running under the same 
head and conditions as then. 

While I do not feel called upon in any 
sense of duty to defend the Challenge 
Grinder Company, nevertheless I am free 
to confess that I am more than willing to 
give credit where credit is due, and in 
view of the above figures which I have 
presented I believe I am fully justified 
in defending the testimonial which has 
appeared in your journal, Mr. Scott to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

in connection with press rolls and because 
of the freedom with which the water ex- 
pressed by them may pass from between 
them at their ends and become absorbed 
by the overhanging felt, to exert a greater 
degree of exhaust near the ends of the 
rolls than is used throughout the main por- 
tion thereof, and for this reason it is de- 
sirable to divide the air chamber into sec- 
tions, so that by suitable pipes and means 
for controlling the passage of the air there- 
through the draft of air may be made 
greater at some points than at others. This 
is shown in the structure illustrated in Fig. 
9, where the air chamber is divided by two 
partitions into three sub-chambers 25 20 
27, so that the exhaustive power of the air 
may, through suitable pipes 20 30 50, be 
made to differ in each sub-chamber and 
have greater force at the ends than in the 
middle, if desired. 

It may be desirable to provide the lips 
1 and 2, either or both, with a facing of 
leather, rubber, or similar material having 
the requisite strength and pliability for 
contact with the parts they bear 
against in order to prevent injury thereto 
or produce a proper joint therewith.

While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “ with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
to 14 tons per day,”’ and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April 
22, 1898, wherein he says that in April, 1896, the two New England Grinders made 825,300

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 18, 1898. 

At the last convention of the National 
Association of Manufacturers the Commit- 
tee on Mexican Affairs made an elaborate 
report upon the trade conditions and pos- 
sibilities of Mexico. The commercial out- 
look was discussed and analyzed in detail. 
It was shown that the trade of Mexico was 
developing rapidly and that expansion was 
substantial and permanent. Attention was 
called to the fact that the commerce of 
Mexico was controlled by European mer- 
chants, and that it would be necessary for 
our people to inaugurate a systematic plan 
for wresting this control from the powerful 
traders who were operating in Mexico. It 
was recommended that a sample warehouse 
be established in the city of Mexico, under 
the auspices of the association, the pur- 
pose being that our manufacturers should 
thus be afforded an opportunity to display 
a comprehensive line of samples to the buy- 
ers of Mexico without the necessity of pay- 
ing duties at the border, or paying exor- 
bitant license rates to the municipality for 
the privilege of making a permanent dis- 
play of their wares. 

The association authorized the appoint- 
ment of a commissioner to visit Mexico 
and lay the matter before the Government 
of that country, and, if possible, secure 
the right to establish a bonded warehouse 
for the display of samples, that should be 
exempt from customs duties and municipal 
taxation. Acting upon this authority T. H. 
Martin, of Atlanta, visited Mexico and dis- 
cussed the matter with prominent Govern- 
ment officials. All these officials were quite 
emphatic in their indorsement of the pur- 
pose of the association to promote more in- 
timate trade relations between the two re- 
publics. President Diaz was espécially in- 
terested in the work and purposes of the 
association, and expressed himself as being 
particularly anxious to co-operate with the 
efforts of the association for trade exten- 
sion. Mr. Martin was assured that the 
proposition would be given prompt and 
satisfactory consideration. The associa- 
tion, however, has not yet made a formal 
proposition to the Mexican officials, for the 
reason that the plans for opening a sample 
warehouse in Caracas, Venezuela, were 
well advanced before it was learned that 
the Mexican Government would entertain 
a proposition of this character. 

The European merchants now control- 
ling the Mexican trade have awakened to 
the fact’ of our encroachment, and they 
have lately become very active in their ef- 
forts to defeat the sale of American goods, 
their policy being to misrepresent the 
character of our wares. Hence a compre- 
hensive display of samples in the city of 
Mexico would be of immense value to 
American manufacturers just at this time, 
for it would offset the misrepresentations 
made by European exporters. 

This subject is of great importance to the 
paper and stationery industries, and if such 
a display is inaugurated our paper and sta- 
tionery manufacturers should be in line for 
space, for there are possibilities in Mexico 
for the expansion of our export trade in 
the lines represented by this paper.

is rising somewhat in the lake, on account 
of the recent rains, but the winds have 
been so strong and fluctuating that the 
amount cannot be definitely determined. 
At Neenah there was a difference of 2 feet 
in the height of the water on the gauges 
between last Friday and yesterday, due en- 
tirely to the wind blowing the water from 
one end of the lake to the other. 

The matter of principal interest in this 
valley this week has been the starting of 
the new mill of the Wisconsin Tissue Pa- 
per Company, of Appleton, which was ac- 
complished to-day. The principal stock- 
holders in this enterprise are old, expe- 
rienced paper men, L. Olmstead, the pres- 
ident, having formerly been connected 
with the Riverside Fibre Company, and 
W. A. Gerbrick, secretary and treasurer 
and manager, having been formerly in 
charge of the mills of the Patten Paper 
Company as:! ‘be Park Falls Paper Com- 
pnay. The mill is a very handsome one. 
The buildings were constructed through- 
out with the intention of doubling the out- 
fit of machinery, and there is a space and 
airiness about the establishment that is 
very pleasant. The building work was 
done by O’Keefe & Orbison, of Appleton, 
and does them great credit in every re- 
spect. The machine is 102 inches in width, 
which is said to be the widest tissue paper 
machine in the country. There is one big 
6-foot dryer and a number of small ones, 
and the company does not intend to con- 
fine itself to the making of tissue, provided 
it finds opportunities along other lines of 
output. It believes it will be able to make 
papers as heavy as 30 pounds to the rcam, 
which will make poster, fibre papers, and 
even print, well within its capacities. One 
of the most interesting departments of the 
mill is located in the third story, where the 
waxing machines are placed, that are in 
charge of their inventor, Geo. W. Ban- 
croft. Four machines are at present set 
up, and they will be able to wax 10 tons of 
paper a day. The company purposes to 
wax not only its own papers, but others 
as well, to supply the needs of the market. 
The machines have been in operation for 
eighteen months in Chicago, and there is 
no question about their being able to do 
what is expected of them. The foreman of 
the paper-making department is O. G. 
Morrison, formerly employed in a like ca- 
pacity by the Thilmany Pulp and Paper 
Mills, of Kaukauna. A new frame office 
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building has been erected across the street 
from the mill building, which is of good 
size and replete with every convenience for 
the transaction of business. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Pride departed to- 
night for Chicago on their way to Michi- 
gan, where Mr. Pride is taking the plans 
for the proposed improvement of the mill 
of the Ypsilanti Paper Company. The 
building of a new sulphite mill is contem- 
plated, as well as the remodeling of the 
paper mill and the substitution of new and 
improved machinery. Mr. Pride has late- 
ly returned from a trip to the new mill of 
the Northwest Paper Company, and re- 
ports that during a little more than a 
month past four buildings have been com- 
pleted and made ready for machinery. A 
small army of men is being employed. 

The work of erecting the new paper ma- 
chine at the mill of the Howard Paper 
Company, at Menasha, is progressing sat- 
isfactorily, and it is hoped that the ma- 
chine may be started next Monday. As 
has been stated, it will make fibre papers 
exclusively, the project of making tissue 
papers having been wholly abandoned. 

One of the paper machines for the mill 
of the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper 
Company is on the way to the mill, and is 
expected to be set up and in operation in 
about five weeks. The other machine will 
follow shortly. 

Building work at Quinnesec Falls has 
just about ceased for the season, which 
closes earlier in the north than here. The 
preliminary plans for the new work that is 
to be done there, that have been prepared 
by Tower & Wallace, are being studied 
and revised by the Kimberly & Clark 
Company, and by the time it is possible to 
commence work again everything will be 
thought out. It is impossible to say now 
on what scale improvements will be made, 
but they are liable to be of much magni- 
tude. >
